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Campus, city unite, sign memorandum 


For the first time in Sacramento State history the mayor of 
Sacramento and members of the city manager's office were 
present at the president’s annual fall address on ‘Aug. 28. 

While President Alexander Gonzalez addressed issues such 
as development and the budget, he also signed a memoran- 
dum with then-mayor Heather Fargo to promote coopera- 
tion between the university and city. 

Gonzalez said 80 percent of students stay local after gradu- 
ation and contribute to the economy. He said it only made 
sense that the city and university join forces to facilitate 
learning and supply research opportunities. 

“One of the main things we are going to be looking at is our 
economic development activity ...in terms of what kinds of 
workforce development we need and what training we need 
at the university, Fargo said. 

The city and university already work together extensively; 
the memorandum encourages and formalizes the relation- 
ship. 

Fargo said the city hopes to work with the university re- 
garding residential housing close to campus for students and 
more public transportation options for students. 

“Part of what I’m trying to do is be able to tell we have stu- 
dents in town. If you are on campus you know, but once you 
get off you dont get a university feel,’ Fargo said. 


Tekle Case Under Way 


The second pretrial hearing of a man arrested in connec- 
tion to the fatal shooting of a Sacramento State student took 
place Sept. 5 at the Sacramento County Superior Court- 
house. 
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A stray bullet hit sophomore journalism student Kebret 
Tekle on May 3, 2007, as she sat in her car in the parking 
lot of the Library Eats and Drinks bar on Folsom Boulevard 
behind the Sac State campus. She died later that day from 
her wounds. 

The shooting was the result of an alleged gang fight that 
began inside the bar and spilled out into the parking lot. 

David Allen Falls, 23, of Sacramento was arrested in con- 
nection with the shooting and charged with one felony count 
of homicide later that month. He has pleaded not guilty to 
the charge. Falls, if convicted, could face 50 years to life for 
homicide using a gun. 

After her death, Tekle’s organs were donated and helped 
save the lives of four people. Tekle had arranged to be an 
organ donor before she was shot. Sebhatu said this gesture 
helped demonstrate his daughter's involvement in the com-

Lives saved, lost 


On Sept. 11, five Sacramento State ROTC 
cadets were awarded for their efforts and 
bravery. 

The cadets were at the Feather River outside 
of Nicolaus, Calif., on Aug. 30, when they 
rescued Rebecca Lita, 16, from drowning. 
While they were able to save her, they were 
not able to save her brother, Alexcsandru 
“Alex” Lita, 25, who was also attempting to 
rescue his sister. 

Leon Adams, Emmanuel Batara, Richard 
Casavecchia, Jeremiah Jones and Sean Pelo- 
quin were awarded Commander's Coins from 
Col. Scott Donaldson, brigade commander 
for the Army ROTC Western Region. 

They were also nominated for a national 
award, the ROTC Medal for Heroism, by 
their battalion commander, Lt. Col. Aaron 
Metz. 

Batara said there are a lot of misconceptions 
about the ROTC training cadets receive. 

“People think we are just trained to kill 
people,” he said. “But here, just over a casual 
weekend, we were able to use our ROTC 
training to save a life.” 


Science II Building Put on Hold 


The long-awaited Science II building proj- 
ect will have to wait a little longer. Proposed 
budget cuts and a lack of funding stalled the 
project, which was scheduled to be completed 
in 2010. 

Ronald Richardson, facilities manager at 
Sacramento State, said funding for the proj- 
ect through general obligation bond measures 
will not be on the ballot in 2008-09. General 
obligation bonds are the most common bond 
measure used by California State University 
campuses for funding new construction. 

Without these funds, the architectural firm 
selected last year can't begin the design pro- 
cess. The earliest date new funding from the 
state could come is 2010. 

Clara Potes-Fellow, spokesperson for the 
CSU Chancellor's Office, said no progress has 
been made toward gaining funding for the Sci- 
ence II project. 

“When something does happen, it will be 
with state legislation,” Potes-Fellow said. “The 
chancellor is looking for any opportunity to 


get funding” 

One option that is being explored by the 
Chancellor's Office is leased revenue bonds. 
These bonds are repaid through income gen- 
erated by the building. This is similar to the 
method used to obtain funds for the new resi- 
dence halls and construction of the new book- 
store. 

While these funds are still intact, Richardson 
said the remaining funds from the general ob- 
ligation bond in 2006, which were being saved 
for the Science II project, have been spent. 

The earliest date construction of the Sci- 
ence II classrooms and labs can be completed 
would be fall 2012, Richardson said. 

“We have to assume Science II is going to be 
built, because if we are not ready, we will lose 
out when funding is available,” Richardson 
said. “We will be in a better position after tak- 
ing a closer look at the project.” 


CSU spared budget cuts 


The California State University system was 
spared from cuts in the record-late budget 
signed by Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger on 
Sept. 23, and will receive the same funding 
from the state as last year. 

The budget provides $2.79 billion for the 
CSU this fiscal year. 

Schwarzenegger initially proposed more 
than $300 million in cuts to the CSU system 
in January 2008. 

Joseph Sheley, Sac State provost and vice 
president for Academic Affairs, said Sac State 
is in better shape than some other schools. 

“We do what other universities do for about 
two-thirds the money,’ Sheley said. “We are 
very lean, therefore we are very vulnerable. We 
are running right on the margin.” 

Kevin Wehr, associate professor of sociology 
and the vice president of the Sac State chapter 
of the California Teachers Association, said 
this has a detrimental effect on students and 
faculty. 

“Faculty working conditions and student 
learning conditions are two sides of the same 
coin,’ Wehr said. “Larger classes mean more 
work for faculty and less personal instruction 
for students.”

Sheila Macias, the administrative director 
for the Community Engagement Center at 
Sac State, said they looked at three differ- 
ent books and after consulting with other 
schools, Dumas’ book was picked for the 
One Book program.

Johnson point- 
ed out Fargo’s lack of leadership skills and 
oversight in regard to missing water meters 
and a financial scandal at the public library. 
Fargo fired back with Johnson’s alleged sex- 
ual misconduct with minors in Phoenix and 
Sacramento. 

“I don't understand how Kevin has the gall 
to question me given what he’s up against,’ 
she said. “The man has got some real prob- 
lems with reality.” 

Sac State President Alexander Gonzalez 
declared the campus the ultimate winner of 
the debate, citing the candidates’ openness 
to the students and their understanding of 
student related issues.

This was the second parking fee increase 
since January 2007 when the daily parking 
permit increased from $2.75 to $5. However, 
this will be the first monthly parking permit 
fee increase since fall 2003. 

Prior to fall 2003, student parking permits 
cost $85.50 and were raised by 26 percent to 
the current $108 rate. 

“We have put off increasing fees for as long 
as we could,’ said University Transportation 
and Parking Services director Nancy Fox. 


Sun set to power campus 
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Solar power panels will soon grace the 
roofs of Sac State buildings. In an agreement 
with the CSU, energy company SunEdison 
is installing solar panels on 15 campuses 
throughout the system.

The solar panels are expected to generate 
eight megawatts of energy system-wide, 
about five percent of the energy used by the 
CSU system. 

The agreement with SunEdison will bring 
solar power to two-thirds of the CSU cam- 
puses and the Chancellor's Office. 

SunEdison will install, own, and maintain 
the solar panels. The energy created will 
then be sold to Sac State at reduced cost. 
Installations of the zero-emission solar pan- 
els carry no out-of-pocket expenses for the 
CSU system. 

Charles Reed, chancellor for the CSU, was 
active in getting the agreement worked out 
with SunEdison. 


CSU faces mid-year cuts 


Newly proposed mid-year cuts to the state 
budget could mean less funding to the CSU 
system, as the slumping economy takes its 
toll on state tax revenues. 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger announced 
the proposed cuts Nov. 6 and wants the Leg- 
islature to vote on them in its special session 
that is currently under way. 

The governor proposed cutting an addi- 
tional $66.3 million from the CSU budget, 
which he said needs to be done mid-year be- 
cause the current budget assumed the state 
would take in more tax revenue than it cur- 
rently is. To cover this shortfall, campuses 


could be forced to restrict enrollment, raise 
student fees, offer less classes and hire more 
part-time faculty. 

Last year, 10,000 eligible students were 
turned away from the CSU system when the 
application deadlines were moved up as a 
response to proposed budget cuts. 


Hornets defeat UCD at Classic 
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The 55th Annual Causeway Classic on Nov. 
8 at the new Aggies Stadium at UC Davis was 
a major turning point for the Hornets. For the 
first time since 1999, the Hornets defeated the 
Aggies 29 to 19. 

“It hasn't been much of a rivalry (in the 
past) because we haven't won. After today we 


stirred it up and now it’s a rivalry again. We 
woke them up and showed them who we are,” 
said Head Coach Marshall Sperbeck. 

The Hornets played through 63-degree 
weather and more than half of the fans root- 
ing for UC Davis to win. ~ 


State, church rights at the heart of rallies 


As Sac State professor David Rolloff entered 
Capitol Park on Nov. 9, he was angry and his 
voice was raspy from shouting at the daily 
protests he attended that were against the pas- 
sage of Proposition 8, the measure banning 
same-sex marriage in the state. 

Only 14 words, Proposition 8 amends the 
state's Constitution to read, “Only marriage 
between a man and a woman is valid or rec- 
ognized in California.” 

Neil Wilson, a Proposition 8 supporter and 
one of only two counter-protestors at the Nov. 
9 rally in Sacramento, said as a black man, he 
doesn't believe that same-sex marriage is a 
civil rights issue.

ASI survey to improve student awareness

Associated Students, Inc. is asking for a few 
good tips from students, and the response 
has been surprising. More than 300 students 
responded to the Student Relations Com- 
mittees student government survey, which 
wrapped up its promotional campaign on 
Dec. 8. 

During its creation, ASI Marketing Coor- 
dinator Nallelie Vega suggested the Student 
Relations Committee's makeup reflect a wide 
variety of students on campus. She felt the 
goal of the committee was to have a diverse 
group of people talking about their concerns 
about student government. 

“We would get more input and obviously, 
everyone has a different point of view,’ she 
said. “If for example we just got (communica- 
tions) majors or marketing majors, we would 
not have the diversity that we wanted” 

ASI Press Secretary and committee mem- 
ber Tatum Holland took part in several pro- 
motional campaigns, spending early after- 
noons in the Library Quad assisting students 
with the survey. In late November, she and 
Perez observed two students arguing with 
each other over ASI’s duties while taking the 
survey. 

As it turned out, one of them was a former 


student government president of his com- 
munity college. The other student was a 
past president of California State University, 
Monterey Bay's student government, Holland 
said. Both completed the survey, but one stu- 
dent walked away from the argument. 

“They were having a ‘discussion’ about be- 
ing informed and getting involved,’ she said. 

The survey asked how aware students are of 
ASI’s campus services. The survey includes 
24 multiple choice questions and three open- 
ended questions derived from the seven- 
member committee. These allow students 
to offer comments or suggestions about how 
ASI can improve student connections and 
awareness. 

Some of the questions included in the sur- 
vey asked whether students knew about on- 
campus services such as Peak Adventures, 
Safe Rides, Green Sting and The Aquatic 
Center. Another question asked if students 
knew ASI operated these programs. 

Near the end of the survey, students are 
asked what they think ASI should do to be- 
come more visible on campus and what is- 
sues they have faced since enrolling at Sac 
State. The last question asked what ASI could 
do to address issues students have faced on 
campus. 

The committee organized several survey 
promotional drives throughout November 


and December. The largest promotional drive 
took place during ASI’s Town Hall Meeting 
on Nov. 20, when more than 12 laptops were 
set up for the survey. 

Ify Agwuenu, sophomore biology ma- 
jor, said a friend told her about the town 
hall meeting and of the refreshments being 
served. While at the meeting, she also par- 
ticipated in the survey. She was unaware of 
ASI’s involvement with many on-campus 
activities. 

“I dont really see them on campus,’ she said 
after taking the survey. “I didn’t know they 
ran Green Sting and Safe Rides; if they took 
more credit for it, people would know more 
about them” 

ASI Executive Vice President Roberto Tor- 
res said he was surprised that so many stu- 
dents were “more than willing” to take the 
survey during the town hall. On some occa- 
sions, he said students would just walk past 
the survey tables on the Quad. 

“But (at the town hall) they were like, ‘OK, 
I'll take it’ Even some who did not want the 
sandwiches opted to take the survey,’ he said 
after the town hall. “If anything, it was an op- 
portunity for them to complain to us. To tell 
us what it is-they feel; I think students really 
appreciated that.” 

The committee was reactivated on Sept. 
17 to support ASI’s strategic planning goals. 


ASI’s Director of Arts and Letters Andres 
Perez, the committee's chairman, added that 
each of the plan’ five objectives could be bet- 
ter carried out if they knew their fellow stu- 
dents’ opinions on them. 

He said, “How do they want this task com- 
pleted?’, “Is this task more important to stu- 
dents and therefore should it be completed 
sooner?” and “Do students still think this 
point is a pressing need?” would all be ques- 
tions that the Student Relations Committee 
would help answer. 

“That's why the Student Relations Commit- 
tee is important.” Perez said. “I don't want 
students to think ASI is full of a bunch of 
suits who are out of touch. We are just a small 
group of students wanting to help other stu- 
dents. So let's talk!” 

Results of the survey will be reviewed by the 
committee during winter break.

I can still remember how violently ill I got 
each time I would fill up my gas tank earlier 
this year. Over $50 per tank, and I drive a 
small car that gets pretty good gas mileage.

‘The Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC), accounts for 40 percent 
of the global supply. They plan on cutting 
production, according to Yahoo! news. The 
price of oil has dropped 65 percent since 
July, at a price of $40.50 a barrel. 

OPEC expects crude oil to continue its 
slide, potentially going as low as $30 a bar- 
rel, according to Yahoo! news. 

Nevertheless, this is a trend that is refresh- 
ing to see. Were able to take more road 
trips without feeling the guilt we did when 
gas was over $4/gal. But in regards to eco- 
nomics, we can't have it both ways. It comes 
down to supply and demand, and at some 
point were going to start demanding more, 
therefore driving prices back up.

Women’s Basketball 


The womens basketball team is currently 
suffering from a losing streak that head coach 
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Dan Muscatell attributes to a primarily new 
team. 

“We're getting good production from Atty 
Boyer who just came off of surgery and still 
isnt fully recovered,’ Muscatell said. “She’s 
getting stronger with every single game.” 

Muscatell said the team needs to work to get 
the younger players and those on the bench 
to a level where they can substitute ang give 
veteran players a break. He said the team’s six 
starters are playing 22 minutes during each 
game. The next highest played per game is 
only 12 minutes. 

“I am unbelievably pleased with how the 
team has been playing defensively,’ Muscatell 
said.

The Hornets will begin their conference play 
at 7:05 p.m. on Friday at Portland State and 
again at 2:05 p.m. on Sunday at Eastern Wash- 
ington. 


Men’s Basketball 


The men’s basketball team started its season 
with only four returning players from the 
2007 season, which ended conference play 
with a record of 2-14. The team began its 2008 
season with an entirely new coaching staff and 
12 new players. 

‘The four returners are senior shooting guard 
Loren Leath, senior forward Donald Thomas, 
senior center Randy Adams and junior center 
Just Eller. 

The 2008 roster has 16 players, which in- 
cludes four seniors, 11 juniors and one sopho- 
more. Head coach Brian Katz was unable to 
sign any high school players for this season 
due to being signed as head coach so late last 
year.

in suggestion boxes

A typical day in students’ lives in the Univer- 
sity Union looks like a group of students sitting 
at some tables, maybe eating lunch or doing a 
little studying before a final. One mindlessly 
lets his hand wander underneath the table and 
what does he find - only a big piece of wet, 
sticky and chewed gum. Immediately he pops 
up and hits the closest bathroom to wash some- 
one else’s saliva off his hands. A few pumps of 
the soap dispenser later and a disgusting smell 
hits his nose faster then the soap hits his hands. 
Outrage washes over the student and he won- 
ders who he can complain to. Well, located 


across from The Store inside the Union are two 


boxes especially made for such worries. 

In that space there are two suggestion boxes, 
one designated for the Union and one for the 
Associated Students Inc. Students can voice 
their concerns over such issues as the smell of 
the soap in the bathrooms to things like the 
kind of music played in the Union. The pur- 
pose of these boxes said Union Director Sam 
Olmsted is for the students to have a voice. 

“I want people to have a voice about any is- 
sue pertaining to the Union,’ Olmsted said. “T 


have a very open door policy, but for obvious 
reasons am unable to speak directly with ev- 
eryone that has a question or comment about 
the Union. The suggestion cards give me the 
ability to answer many of these questions each 
week.” 

As good as this sounds not all students are 
even aware of the suggestion boxes presented 
in the Union. Molecular biology major Kyle 
Goff just happens to be one of those students. 

“I didn't know there were any suggestion 
boxes, if I did know there: was a suggestion 
box I’m pretty apathetic and probably wouldnt 
have written anything anyways, Goff said. 

Olmsted does point out that several changes, 
although minor, have come from the sug- 
gestion boxes. He said that issues regarding 
plumbing, lighting, drinking fountains, build- 
ing hours and even the entertainment in the 
game room have changed through suggestions 
he’s received. Those are only suggestions from 
the Union's box however; ASI Executive Direc- 
tor Patricia Worley handles the suggestions 
that are put into ASI’s box. 

The ASI. suggestion box, which sits right 
next to the Union suggestion box, serves as a

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channel for students to offer their suggestions to the student 
government without having to go to the trouble of actually 
contacting any representatives. Worley does make the point 
that the volume of suggestions aren't through the roof, but that 
students are finding another way to voice their concerns. 

“Theres not a huge amount that comes our way through that 
particular medium of the box downstairs,’ Worley said. “One 
of the ways in recent years that statements will come to us is on 
our ASI website which has a contact e-mail address. That is the 
more typical manner in which we will have a general student at 
large to submit a statement of concern or comment.” 

Whether through e-mail or through the actual suggestion 
box, Worley said she makes sure that either the appropriate 
person in ASI answers the suggestion, or it is forwarded to the 
correct person within the campus. Although Worley and ASI 
do not get a large number of suggestions, they do treat the ones 
they receive quite seriously. In one case a student had a prob- 
lem with funding appropriations on campus. Worley said her 
dilemma rested in the fact the group in question has a religious 
base to it and therefore receiving funds from the school crosses 
the boundary between church and state. 

According to Worley, one of the services that ASI has pro- 
vided for the students on campus is a financial grant resource 
to student clubs and organizations. These funds help to offset 
the costs of student club events and activities. In the ASI’s op- 
erating rules there are standards and guidelines for eligibility 
to apply for the funds, as well as a committee that reviews the 
applications and ultimately rewards the funding. Worley said 
that one part of the application process involves an open meet- 
ing in which representatives from each applying group must 
attend the meeting to give an overview of the event they are

asking for funding or support for. 

Worley said that in this particular suggestion/complaint 
one of the people who attended the meeting on behalf of her 
own club had realized ,that through other presentations, ASI 
does provide funding for organizations that may be religion- 
based. 

Upon receiving this complaint Worley immediately con- 
tacted Tim Snyder, the former vice president and chair of that 
committee, and provided him the opportunity to asses these 
comments. They conferred on how to treat the complaint as 
well as bringing it to the attention of leadership and student ac- 
tivities because of the fact that it is a student's concern. Worley 
said that ultimately they don't want to discriminate against any 
groups or organizations on campus that have gone through all 
the processes of becoming recognized as a group and for them 
to be excluded would fall under discrimination. 

While the situation has yet to be fully resolved the sugges- 
tion was still taken under consideration in a timely manner 
and should have a resolution. So whether the suggestion has 
to do with the water fountains or club funding the boxes fulfill 
an important role on campus. Maybe not every student will 
use them, but even those like Goff who have not written before 
still may have some valid suggestions for the people in charge. 
“Dont make us pay for tuition two weeks before Christmas,” 
Goff said.
